REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 10, 14 and 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of a semiconductor 
device structure recited in the base claims 10, 14 and 16, including the 
combination of the structure comprising: an insulating layer covered on said 
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surface except for said interconnection portions; and a retreated concave portion 
formed at an edge of said insulating layer adjacent to said interconnection 
portions (claim 10); said insulating layer covers said supporting body of one or 
both of said interconnection objects except for said interconnection portions, and 
wherein said accumulating space comprises retreated concave portion formed at 
an edge of said insulating layer adjacent to said interconnection portions (claim 
14); an insulating layer covering said substrate or said interconnection object 
except for said interconnection portions; and an accumulating space comprising 
a retreated concave portion formed at an edge of said insulating layer adjacent to 
said interconnection portions (claim 16).
